WHO MADE THE FIRST SPRING-WIND PHONOGRAPHS IN AMERICA? 



With this inaugural issue, we print the above photos 
of two early spring-wind phonographs. Many collectors may 
be surprised to learn that the first phonographs (with the 
exception of the tinfoil models) were electrically driven: 
the M Class machines ran on primary chemical or secondary 
storage batteries and the E Class from a 110- volt incan- 
descent light circuit. Edison considered other motive 
forces as early as 1878, but his spring-driven disc tin- 
foil machine remained only a prototype. 

The commercial years from 1889 - 1894 were complicated 
ones for Edison § the North American Phonograph Co., and the 
business depression of 1893 didn't help. In England, how- 
ever, a J. E. Greenhill experimented with both his own 8 
Edison's apparatus. By May 1893, the English magazine. The 
Phonogram , announced that Greenhill had successfully pro- 
duced a spring - motor unit which could be adapted to the 
top-chassis of the electric models. Through his represen- 
tative Col. Gouraud, Edison was kept posted on this work. 
Unfortunately, no Greenhill motor is known to exist today. 

In America, it is not clear when the first spring-motor 
phonograph was put on sale. George Tewksbury, writing in 
1897 of the recent Edison Spring-Motor Phonograph, said 
that "A variety of spring motors, generally bad, has been 
made (by others ) for the phonograph." This judgment is un- 
derstandable coming from an ardent Edison supporter, but 
we must go back further. In the Jan. -Feb. 1895 issue of the 
Edison Phonographic News , it was stated that "We continue 
to exchange our SpringMotor phonographs for Electric Motor 
machines and batteries at very small expense.." All equip- 
ment advertised was sold by the Ohio Phonograph Company. 
The question is: who manufactured this machine? The North 
American Co. had been thrown into bankruptcy in mid - 1894 
and Edison's National Phonograph Co. was not organized un- 
til Jan. 1896. Perhaps the Ohio Co. itself made the motors? 

Now to the pictures above. Both machines seem to have 
been produced by the Chicago Talking Machine Company. The 
chassis above the box is clearly from an Edison Class M 
Electric Phonograph. (The reproducer carriage on the left 
was not originally on the machine). Both mandrels are solid 
brass and the baseplates are highly nickeled. Although the 
two motors look alike, they are not. The one on the left 
is marked Peerless Motor on the governor support, the one 
on the right, Amet Motor - The Chicago Talking Machine Co. 
The governor arrangements are quite different - the one on 
the left is familiar in principle, with two weights on 
steel tension bands. The one on the right is built inside 
a brass wheel and the weights are attached to coil springs.

Both speed controls work via a cable connection, the first 
on a disc, the second on a cone. 

The frame of both motors is black cast-iron and all 
gears and spring barrels are machined brass. A solid brass 
flywheel is visible in each, below the on-off switch and 
each motor used ball bearings for the pivot points! These 
were clearly remarkable machines for their time. 

An undated catalog of the Talking Machine Co. of Chi- 
cago which contains no record selections copyrighted after 
1894 illustrates these machines, but only from the outside. 
There they are called the "M" Spring Motor Phonographs, 
described as playing 7 cylinders on one winding, weighing 
30 lbs. § selling at $110.00. Also shown is a Type U Graph- 
ophone which was equipped with an Amet Motor also and sold 
for $130.00. A Baby Grand Graphophone with spring motor is 
described, too, at 15 lbs. and $75.00. Both the Baby Grand 
and the Type U used the upper chassis from a Bell - Tainter 
Treadle Graphophone. V. K. Chew, in his excellent book on 
talking machines, presented this Baby Grand as the first 
commercially produced spring motor phonograph in America, 
(1894) . It does seem safe to say that the depression of 
1893 and the North American bankruptcy of 1894 made the 
Edison Class M and Graphophone Treadle tops available to 
quantity buyers. The Chicago Company apparently bought 
these and brought out their own motor to run them. It would 
be very interesting to know whether it was Chicago, Ohio, 
or Columbia that produced America's first spring-wind 
phonograph in 1894. Whoever it was, they gave the phonograph 
an image which lasted to this day and charms thousands of 
modern collectors, to their delight and fascination! 



Just as the Daguerreotype 
in the 1840 's was quickly 
pressed into service to pre- 
serve the changing scene, 
the early sound record was 
swiftly utilized to preserve 
disappearing or changing lan- 
guages. Although the earliest 
folk material recorded in the 
field by J. W. Fewkes has not 
been found, other cylinders 
have already been re-recorded 
by The Library of Congress 
(such as those by Francis 
Densmore) . The following ar- 
ticle is taken from The San 
Francisco Examiner 3 Nov. 12 3 1903. 

"For the past month the 
western building of the Af- 
filiated Colleges of the Uni- 
versity of California has 
been the scene of a unique 
bit of scientific research. 
Through the efforts of Dr. A. 
L. Kroeber, secretary of the 
department of anthropology, 
aided by Captain Joe Nelson 
and Captain Jack Jones, two 
Mojave Indians from the Nee- 
dles, the Mojave customs, lan- 
guage, ceremonies, etc., are 
now on record in the form of 
over 100 Phonographic cylin- 
ders. The two Indians, who 
for nearly a month past have 
been talking and singing into 
the Phonograph for the bene- 
fit of science, left last, 
night to rejoin their people 
at the Needles. 

For some time the univer- 
sity, through its department 
of anthropology, has been en- 
gaged in an ethnological and 
archaeological survey of the 
State. With a view to the 
studying of the Mojave Indian 
Captain Joe and Captain Jack 
were imported from their 
homes in the South. The Mojave 
language, although a very com- 
plete one, has no symbols by 
which the words can be re- 
corded in writing; consequent- 
ly the Phonograph was pressed 
into service to accomplish 
what the pen could not. 

Captain Joe among his own 
people is a chief of high 
standing and comes rightly by 
the title given by the Mex- 
icans in early days to all 
bona fide Indian chiefs. As 
an evidence of his standing 
with the Federal authorities. 
Captain Joe carries a bundle 
of letters from various of- 
ficials of the Interior and 
the Army. j (next page) 





Among the Phonographic 
Records, which are the result 
of the visit of these two Mo- 
jave chiefs, is a song ren- 
dered by Captain Joe which 
covers nearly sixty cylinders. 
It is a semi-religious cer- 
emony and takes the entire 
night in its rendition. Be- 
side the Phonographic cylin- 
ders, Dr. Kroeber has in his 
possession a large amount of 
data bearing upon the tribal 
history, customs and tradi- 
tions of the Mojave Indians."

The two Chinese Records 
above (nos. 12770-1) are taken 
from the April 1, 1907 Edison 
Catalog of Cylinder Records. 
This catalog altogether list- 
ed 46 Chinese selections made 
in San Francisco, running 
from 12741 to 12786, and were 
only a small fraction of the 
total number of foreign se- 
lections available. If there 
are any wise men in our own 
winter snows who have heard 
these, or other early records 
in Chinese, please drop us a 
line. 

Actually, these records 
remind us of the visit of a 
Viceroy of China to Niagara 
Falls in 1896. According to

BOOK REVIEW 

Although most of us are probably not "march-buffs," a 
new book on John Philip Sousa should be useful to all pho- 
nograph and record collectors. James Smart of the Library 
of Congress Music Department has compiled a fascinating 
amount of material in The Sousa Band: A Discography . There 
were three excellent reasons, as Mr. Smart sees it, for a 
project of this sort: first, Sousa has an important place 
in our musical history and is one of the earliest composer 
performers. Second, his band's recordings of the popular 
music of the day gives us a slice of social history from 
1890 to after World War One. And third, the long span of 
Sousa's career (about 40 years) reflects practically every 
major improvement in the phonograph and the recording art. 

There are introductions to all the discographies, com- 
prising both discs and cylinders. The companies surveyed 
include Columbia, Edison, the New Jersey Phonograph Co., 
the Chicago Talking Machine Co., D. E. Boswell, the U. S. 
Phonograph Co., Berliner, Vitaphone, Wonder, Zonophone, 
Johnson, and Victor. Detailed information on matrix num- 
bers, "takes," recording sessions, etc., are clearly and 
vividly presented. 

Minor corrections to this excellent book would include 
the following: on page 2, it is stated that cylinders in 
the early 1890's had a playing time of two minutes; this 
is not true as recording speeds were much slower than the 
later 160 rpm, and speeds of 100 - 125 rpm would give a 
playing time of 3-4 minutes. On page 16, the block 2500 for 
Berliner Piano Solos should read 250, and records are in- 
deed listed between the numbers 1000 and 1199. Paul Charosh 
has said that the suffix system using letters from "V" to 
"Z" probably indicate release dates for the discs, running 
in reverse alphabetical order. On page 17, Mr. Smart states 
that Berliner was the first to number his records in 1893. 
This is only true if Mr. Smart means that the records them- 
selves were engraved; earlier numerical systems had already 
been devised for cylinders, e.g. on June 1st, 1889, on page 
24 of the Edison Phono- Log Book, it is stated that "From 
this day on cylinders are marked with page of this book." 
On a June 18, 1890 catalog sheet of the North American 
Phonograph Co., customers are advised to "Please order by 
number." And finally, North American itself published, be- 
ginning with Bulletin No. 1, a consecutive numbering system 
for its cylinders from April 1, 1892 to August 1894. 

These additions only increase the fine quality and at- 
tractive presentation of Mr. Smart's book. It is still a- 
vailable, in soft covers, for a reasonable $1.50 from the 
U. S. Government Printing Office, Washington, D. C. 20402. 



Phonoscope for that year, Li 
Hung Chang was received by 
Col. Gouraud at the Cataract 
House and was entertained by 
cylinders of Mrs. U. S. Grant 
(her husband had visited China 
shortly after his presidency) 
as well as cylinders in Chi- 
nese. As a matter of fact, 
there is some legendary evi- 
dence for an ancient Chinese 
"talking box", if we can be- 
lieve an account in the Dec. 
15, 1923 issue of the Phono - 
graphischen Zeitschrift. How- 
ever, as far as we know, these 
Chinese cylinders and the one 
by Mrs . Grant have never 
turned up. 



Have you ever wondered 
when John Yorke 'Atlee was 
bom or when Vernon Dalhart 
died? Although standard ref- 
erence works exist for those 
with determination, much early 
data on the births and deaths 
of early pioneer singers has 
been compiled by the renowned 
Jim Walsh in the December 
1961 issue of Hobbies Maga- 
zine. Mr. Walsh's regular 
column, "Favorite Pioneer Re- 
cording Artists", has been a 
collector's gold mine for 
over 30 years, and readers 
are urged to consult his cur- 
rent articles, as well as the 
earlier ones. 



DEAR APM: 



Question: I have a few 7 "Ber- 
liner Records made around 
1898 , but when played on a 
standard turn - table, they 
sound very "squeaky . " Is this 
because of the primitive re- 
cording process? S.F. New York 



Answer: Many Berliner discs 
were recorded well below 78 
rpm and the use of a variable 
speed turn-table will improve 
the sound considerably. I 
would suggest experimenting 
with speeds around 70 rpm. 

Question: Were any Hawaiian 
Language records made before 
the mid-teens , when the so- 
called Hawaiian Guitar became 
popular? D.Y. Honolulu 

Answer: Yes, at least one. A 
single-sided black 10" Victor 
disc, #5680, was released 
around 1909. It was entitled 
"Akahi Hoi," and was sung in 
Hawaiian by Genevra Johns tone- 
Bishop, a soprano with a dis- 
tinguished career in Opera. 
It was dedicated to Madame 
Bishop by King Kalakaua of 
Hawaii and was intended as 
serious music only.
